Those Here Who Favor Equal Suf­ 


frage Change Opinions About 


Methods to be Employed. 


Special Judge John IT. Kiplinger, 
trying 
the 
ease 
against Fred A. 
Caldwell, charged with violating the 
muffler 
cut-out 
ordinance, today 
sustained a motion filed by the de­ 
fence 
to 
instruct the jury to find 
the defendant not guilty after the 
city had introduced all its evidence. 
Acting 
on 
instructions 
from the 
court the jury retired and then re­ 
turned a verdict for the defendant. 
The 
ease attracted a great deal 
of attention mainly because it was 
the 
first case ever filed under the 
city ordinance prohibiting the open 
muffler. 
The 
attorneys 
on 
both 
sides 
gave the ordinance an awful 
wrestle and the trial lasted for over 
two 
hours. 
The defense attacked 
the validity of the ordinance, citing 
the law of 1913 as a contention that 
the 
city 
has no right to regulate 
motor 
traffic. 
George W. Young, 
attorney 
for 
the city, represented 
the city and Samuel L. Trahue and 
John A. Tifrsworth represented Mr. 
Caldwell. 
A 
formal plea of not guilty was 
entered and then a change of venue 
was taken from Mayor Bebout, who 
appointed 
John 
Kiplinger. 
The 
crowd 
was large because a prece­ 
dent was expected to be established 
no 
matter 
how 
thé verdict went. 
After filing many papers and hear­ 
ing considerable argument. 
It was 
at last agreed that a jury composed 
of six men should hear the evidence. 
In 
filing a motion to find the de­ 
fendant 
after the eitv had closed 
its side of the case, it was contended 
that no evidence was introduced to 
show that Mr. Caldwell was operat­ 
ing the automobile. 
It was brought 
out 
that his son, James Caldwell, 
was 
behind • the 
wheel 
when the 
offense was alleged 
to 
have 
been 
committed. 
City 
Attorney 
Young 
contended that the parent was re­ 
sponsible for the act of his child and 
in this ease it did not matter who 
was driving as long as the machine 
belonged 
to Caldwell. 
The defense 
came back at this with the argument 
that the car had not been positive­ 
ly identified as having been owned 
by Caldwell 
and 
Judge 
Kiplinger 
sustained the motion and instructed 
the jury. 
The city introduced three witness-

HIS CAR IS BADLY DAMAGED 


A touring ear driven by John Dille 
of Greensburg turned over in a ditch 
west of the city this morning, when a 
weakened right front wheel collapsed.

Dille was enroute to this city from 
Arlington. The machine was brought 
to a local garage and repaired.

It was ^aid today by some women 
who are interested in equal suffrage 
that the Congressional I nion, which 
danned 
to

another meeting 
lere, would be given an opportunity 
to coine back again after the Frnn- 
hise League had been given an au­ 
dience. 
Before the 
Congressional 
Union 
delegation came here Saturday af­ 
ternoon, most women 
here in favor 
of votes for women leaned towards 
the Franchise League, although they 
did not understand the close lines 
of distinction between the Franchise 
League and the 
Congressional Un­ 
ion.

FRED BEALE, JR. WRITES HOME 


About Two 
O’clock in 
Afternoon 


When Letter Was Composed, 


it Was 118 in Shade. 


Today and yesterday 
were 
the 
lot test days of the summer thus far, 
according to downtown thermomen- 
ers. 'The high mark during the af- 
ernoon 
of both 
days has been 
ninety-five degrees. 
This is only 
& 
’ew degrees warmer 
than 
several 
other days this mor.th. 
Meanwhile 
the weather man continues to pre­ 
dict “generally fair” and says noth­ 
ing about a break in the heat wave. 


The Rev. and Mrs. Daniel Ryan 
of Glenwood 
have 
several 
letters 
from their daughter, Mrs. Conover 
of New York, who is now in Paris 
visiting her brother, Dolph Ryan, 
who is driving an ambulance as 
a 
member of the American ambulance 
corps with the French 
army. 
She 
describes many interesting things in 
war-torn France, 
mentioning 
the 
common 
sight 
of a little 
mother 
working in the fields at harvest time 
with a cradle under 
the 
friendly 
shelter of a nearby tree's shade. 
“The country is beautiful,” 
she 


says in one of her letters, “as it is 
just harvest time and everywhere in 
t'he fields women are at work, plow­ 
ing, raking the hay and gathering 
the grain, assisted 
mostly 
by old 
men and boys. 
So frequently one 
sees a brave little figure in a black 
dress—a tiny cradle under the tree 
in the field or a baby carriage within 
call. 
All 
tells 
such 
a pathetic 
story. 
“On the trains, ii* the street ears, 
on the 
taxis, everywhere 
women; 
but dressed in their simple uniform

However, it was reported on good 
authority today that nfost equal suf­ 
frage women in Rushville had swung 
over 
to the Congressional Union 
and practically 
without 
exception 
now 
favor that 
organization. 
In 
the spirit of fairness, though, it is 
tated that 
the 
Franchise League 
will be given a hearing before 
any 
local organization is formed. 
The 
federal suffrage amendment 
which 
the 
Congressional 
Union 
seek:- is as follows: “The lights of 
citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state, 
on account 
of sex.” 
A 
phamplet 
sent out by the 
Union 
asks 
the 
question: “Does this interfere 
with 
state rights?” and then answers the 
question with the word. 
“No.” The 
following reasons 
for the 
answers 
are given: 
1—On the contrary, Congress, by 
not passing the amendment, is deny­ 
ing the Stales their sovereign right 
to decide the question. 
2—There can be no violation of 
State Rights when each 
State has 
recognized the right 
of three-quar­ 
ters of the States 
to amend 
the 
Constitution of the United States 
and make it binding on all States. 
3—The States will have the same 
control over the qualifications 
lor 
voters that they have now, the qua­ 
lifications must apply to both sexes, 
but may 
be 
otherwise 
restricted, 
modified or enlarged by the States, 
as they wish. 
4—It is a mistake to suppose that 
the States have unrestricted control 
of the question of suffrage. 


Fred Beale, Jr., of Battery B. sta­ 
tioned at Llano Grande, Tex., tells 
more of camp life in a letter to his 
mother, Mrs. Hattie 
Beale. 
The 
letter js dated July 20 and follows: 
I cannot understand why I do not 
hear from you. 
I have been here 
almost two weeks now and have not 
received a letter or even a card from 
anyone although I have written sev­ 
eral times. 
The mail came in a few minutes 
ago and I think I was the only fel­ 
low in our battery who did not get 
some mail. 
Most of the fellows get 
three or four letters every day. 
It is about two o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon now and it is about 118 in 
the shade. 
As you know 
that 
is 
pretty hot, although I don’t mind 
so much now as we are getting ac­ 
customed to it. We had a nice com­ 
pliment passed on our battery this 
morning by a very distinguished vis­ 
itor, Major General Bliss, who has 
been appointed by Secretary of War 
Baker to inspect all the troops on 
the border. 
He told our captain that we had 
the best looking bunch of fellows 
and the finest, most sanitary camp 
of any of the companies he had in­ 
spected. 
That 
certainly 
means 
something. 
There are thousands of 
men on the border, ip fact there are 
over 20,000 camped here. 
Well, we surely have a nice camp 
now, although it has taken a good 
deal of work to make it so. We have 
made a regular street between our 
tents and have 
planted 
palms on 
each side in front of our tents. 
I 
only wish I had a camera so I could 
take some pictures and send you. It 
will only be a few days until every­ 
thing will be really comfortable for 
us. We have ice water to drink now 
and they are piping water 
to 
our 
camp from a canal so we will have 
our shower baths 
in a couple 
ot 
# 
days. 
The government has also 
issued 
us mosquito nets for our beds. This 
eliminates one of our 
most 
disa­ 
greeable things. 
Nearly 
everyone 
in camp is well. 
Hale Pearsev has 
been sick for two or three days but 
it better now. 
I have been feeling 
fine except for a slight cold which 
am about rid of now. 
The nights down here are simply 
grand; 
nice breeze always starts 
after dusk and a blanket 
thrown 
over you does not feel a 
bit bat 
about three o’clock in the morning.

The home of Drury Alsman, north 
of Arlington, was destroyed by fire 
Monday shortly before noon. 
The

of the house was on fire first. 
Mrs. Alsman was engaged in get­ 
ting dinner and went out in the gar­ 
den, leaving the fire burning.

( By United Press.) 
Cleveland, O., July 25.—Tw'entv- 
three men lost their lives in the new 
w'ater works tunnel when workmen 
w?ere trapped in a gas pocket 120 feet 
below the surface of Lake Erie, ac­ 
cording to an estimate made at one 
o’clock this afternoon. 
Ten bodies of the victims had been 
taken from the death hole this after­ 
noon. 
Rescuers 
estimate 
thirteen 
more dead are in the tunnel. 
Ten 
escaped without injuries. 
Failure to make the proper tests 
of gas strength and lack of sufficient 
air pressure in the tunnel w'ere point­ 
ed out as contributing causes of the 
disaster. 
Also it wTas seven hours 
after the accident before pulmotors 
and helmets were secured. 
It 
was 
two hours before help arrived. Three 
men taken from the tunnel died be­ 
fore pulmotors wrere available. 
A triple probe by city, county and 
state officials will be held to fix the 
cause and responsibility for the dis­ 
aster. 
At last 23 men 
were 
caught on 
the floor of the new' Cleveland Wa­ 
ter Works tunnel, 120 feet below the 
surface of Lake Erie at a point five 
miles off shore 
today, following a 
fatal explosion of natural gas 
in 
the tube. Whether there is any spark 
of life in the inert forms will not be 
known until 
rescuers 
are able 
to 
di \g them from the ten foot Con­ 
or, te cylinder. 
Up to ten a. m. today eight dead 
men had been taken from the tunnel. 
Seven of them have been identified. 
In addition, four 
men 
have 
been 
brought out 
alive. 
Rescuers and 
workmen insist there are still from 
twelve to sixteen more bodies in the 
tunnel. 
Superintendent 
G. C. YanDuzen, 
who led a party of rescuers into the 
tunnel, was taken out 
uneonseious 
but alive at 8:30 this morning. 
The chamber where the men 
are 
trapped is filled with deadly fumes. 
Eleven of the 23 men trapped were 
members of a night gang working 
towards shore 
in the tunnel. 
The 
rest w7ere members of three rescue 
parties which went down the crib 
shaft and into the tunnel in a des­ 
perate effort to drag their comrades 
to safetv.

Probably the most effective 
work 


yet done in this cam paign for better 
rural schools was the impetus given 
to it by the National Conference for 
B etter Runal Schools held at N a s h ­ 
ville, Tennessee, November 17. 1915. 
President Bruce Payne, of George 
Peabody College for Teachers, pre­ 
sided. 
Delegated were in attendance 
from over 3t) States. 
Comipissioner 
Claxon delivered the principal 
ad­ 
dress at this Conference, taking for 
his 
subject, 
“A 
More 
Efficient 
School System.” 
lie stated that the 
purpose of this campaign for better 
school is to bring epual opportunity 
of education to every boy and girl in 
America, in the country as well as 
in the town. 
As a means to this end 
the Commissioner pointed 
out the 
necessary agencies a s follows: 


1. 
A 
shool 
term 
of 
not 
less 
than 160 days for each child. 


2. 
A sufficient number of teach­ 
ers adequately prepared 
for 
their 
work. 


3. 
Consolidation of rural schools 
with an average area of about 
12 
squafc miles for each school. 


4. . Teacher’s, home and a demon­ 


stration farm 
from 
five 
to 
fifty 
acres as a part of the school prop­ 
erty. 
5. 
An all-year 
session 
adapted 
to local conditions. 
(i. 
A county library with branch 
libraries at the centers of popula­ 
tion, with the schools used as distri­ 
buting centers. 
7. 
Community organizations with 
the school as the intellectual indus­ 
trial, educational and social center. 
8. 
A modern high-school educa­ 
tion for every hoy and girl in Am eri­ 
ca, in the country as well as in the 
town. 
It is the intention of the Bureau 
of Education to issue a series of 
news letters in which the eight sud- 
jects named above will he thorough­ 
ly discussed for the purpose of giv­ 
ing the rural schools a square deal. 
To this end let 
every 
agency 
of 
State and Nation be organized and 
put in motion. 
The 
rural 
school 
problem is 
the greatest problem in 
American education; it dem ands the 
best thought and effort of educa­ 
tors, business and professional men 
if it is to be 
rightly 
solved. 
The 
public press is to be congratulated 
for giving publicity to these discus­ 
sions for the benefit of the entire 
Nation.

In some cases 
they were supplied, 
hut in others the men were required 
to travel the long distance in ordin­ 
ary chair cars or day coaches. And 
these men were going forth to light 
the battles of their country and the 
railroads who tailed to gKc them 
ordinary comforts 011 the journey. 
For a few days there was a great 
hue and cry in the newspapers and 
the railroads were lambasted 
from 


Maine to California- 
The roads, in 
an effort to defend themselves, ad­ 
mitted that the shortage ot cars was 
jyought about by the large number 
moving from point to point and us­ 
ing up the sleeping ear accommoda­ 
tions.

pretty hot, although I don't mind if

'ustorned to it. We had a nice com- 
pliment passed on our battery this 
morning by a very distinguished vis- 
itor, Major General Bliss, who has 
been appointed by Secretary of War 
Baker to inspect all the troops on 
he border.

He told our captain that we had 


the best looking bunch of fellows 
and the finest, most sanitary camp 
of any of the companies he had in- 
spected. 
That 
certainly 
, means 


something. 
There are thousands of 


men on the border, in fact there are 
over. 20,000 camped'here. 


Well, we surely have a nice camp 


now,, although it has taken a good 
deal of work to make it so. We have 
made a regular street between our 
tents and have planted palms on 
each side in front of our- tents. I 
only wish I had a camera so I could 
take some pictures and send you. It 
will only foe a €ew days, until every- 
;hing will be really comfortable for 
us. We have ice water to drink now 
and 'they are piping water to our 
camp from a canal so we will have 
our shower baths in a couple of 
days.

us mosquito nets for our beds. This 
iliminates one of our .most disa- 
greeable things.
